HE Royal Commission on Arts, Culture 
ie and the Sciences is turning up some 
uspfi ormati be pv 9g 
Canada in cultural ways. Mostly, as is only 
to be Ina new country, it is a 
record of needs and lacks remaining to be 
filled. Superimposed on that is the passing 
of an era in which private benefaetion 
supplied what the young nation was not 
able to do out of the public purse.

The Minister of 
Municipal Affairs has received no help from 
the Saanich Council, which left unanswered 
his request for an expression of opinion on 
the issue, and must therefore be regarded

INDIAN ALPHABET 

Sir,—So “Ripley” is at it again! This is the 
second time (at least) that the assertion has 
been made which appears in Friday's Colonist, 
that Sequoyah the Cherokee “invented the only 
written alphabet used by the North American 
Indians." This appeared in The Edmonton 
Journal some twelve years ago, at, which time I 
replied to it, Since no other such alphabet was de- 
vised in the United States, ipso facto, of course, 
no other was devised al all. 

There are three others, at least, all in Canada 
and one in British Columbia. Rey: James Evans 
of Norway House framed the best known, the 
Cree Sylt&bic, which is used by other tribes also 
(1841), Archdeacon Robert McDonald constructed 
a Tukudh syllabary for the Yukon Indians about 
the eighteen-seventies, Father Morice of the 
Stuart ‘Lake country north of Prince George 
Perfected a most elaborate syllabary for the 
Takulli (Carriers), among whom he was work- 
ing. I believe Father Morice went in there about
